930,127 Quarts Food 
Conserved In 


1930 


During’ the summer and fall 
Alabama farm women and girls in 
the 40 countnies having home dem- 
onstration agents conserved 930,- 
127 quarts of food, of which 500,- 
000 quarts were canned fruits and 
veretables, the remaining 480,127 
quarts being dried fruits, vege- 
tables, jellies, preserves, and meats. 

In reporting this achievement 
Miss Helen Johnson, State leader 
in home demonstration extension 
work of the Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, Auburn, called attention 
to the faet that it was attained in 
spite of the drouth which eurtailed 
production of fruits and vegeta- 
bles. ‘These products will be used, 
in the main, as home supplies of 
food products but some will be 
sold, Curb markets provide an op- 
portunity for the sale of surplus 
products of this kind. 

Canning meats received special 
attention of the county home dem- 
onstration agents. Result, 80,6386 
quarts of beef, pork, and chicken 
were canned by the steam pressure 
method. For use in canning meats 
and other produets, farm house- 
wives in Alabama have bought dur- 
ing the last three years 500 steam 
pressure canning outfits. 

Canning’ meats has two advan- 
tages. One is a saving in money; 
and the other is better health, Miss 
Johnson explained, Canning en- 


{ables the housewife to have deli- 


cious meats available any day in 
the year, whereas lack of canning 
results in too much meat at one 
season and too little at another. 

The preservation of fruits, vege- 
tables, meats, and other food prod- 
ucts is only one of several impor- 
tant lines of work conducted by the 
home demonstration agents.

Followed Indian Trails 
Over the Appalachians 


A century after the first settle 
ments were established if was evi 
dent that the future of the country 
depended upon overcoming the bar 
rier of the Appalachian mountains 
and the great forests which clothed 
them.

| Campbell made short work of 
i the addition of the extra point with 

a placement sailing almost square- 
ly between the goal posts. 

The cheers over the first touch- 
down had hardly died away in the 
big rose-bordered stadium when 
yells from Alabama and groans 
from Cougar sections were repeat- 
ed. Alabama received the kickoff 
and soon kicked. State turned to 
air for support and found it un- 
trustworthy. Eberdt, alert center, 
intercepted a pass on the Cougars’ 
37-yard line and on the next play 
Moore tossed a pass to Smith, a 
fast end, who was not stopped un- 
til he was on the one-yard line. 
Campbell sneaked across for the 
second touchdown on the next play 
and again kicked goal for the ex- 
tra point. 

The third and last touchdown 
came a bit later to make the sec- 
ond period one long to be remem- 
bered in rose tournament compe~- 
tition. 

Alabama ran a punt to its own 
47-yard line and Campbell then 
added 9% yards on the next play. 
A pass failed and with six inches 
to go for a first down, Campbell 
slanted off right tackle, broke 
through and once in the clear 
showed a clean pair of heels to 
all opposition. 

The final scoring play came in 
the third period. Wade again re- 
sorted to strategy at the start of 
the second half and sent in his re- 
serve backfield. Alabama worked 
the ball down to State’s 22-yard 
line and on being stopped there, 
decided if it could not get a touch- 
down it would take a field goal. 
“Wars”? Whitworth, a big guard, 
was pulled out of the line, ant 
showed that he knew what to do 
with his feet by booting a perfect 
placement from the 80-yard line. 

Washington came with a rush in 
the final period but a fumble pre- 
vented what seemed to be a certain 
touchdown. In ten plays, the Cou- 
gars droye the ball 76 yards to 
Alabama's one-yard line. Here 
Captain Schwartz fumbled and the 
eagle-eyed Sington recovered the 
ball for Alabama. 

Alabama gave every man on the 
bench a chance to get in the game 
climaxing an undefeated season In 
the Southern conference. Thirty- 
three ’Bama boys entered the con- 
flict, including Billy Brown, broth- 
er of Johnny Mack Brown, movie 
star, who scored two touchdowns 
for Alabama in the Rose Bowl 
game of 1926 when the University 
of Washington was defeated, 20 
to 19.
